They had unanimoafly recommended the augmenta- 
tion of our military e(tablifhment; for the wy 
defence of our poffeflions. ‘The Miniftry had 
reafon to concur ia-this opinion, and had therefere 
adopted the plan of augmenting the number of our 
land-furees. He proceeded to {tate the amoust 
this adgmentation. Ia the prefent ‘year, the aam- 
ber of men in commiflion was 9546,’ and the ¢X- 
pence uf them about 244,6001. [nm the enfaing 
year, it was pr ed-to have 12,610 men, theex- 
pence of whole naintenance would be about 
315,000]. ‘Io compenfate, in fome meafare, “for: 
this increafe of eftablifhment, his Majeity:had gta- 
cioufly offered to confent to a reduction in the num- 
ber of his houfehold troops. Our guards. and’ gat- 
rifons, in 1787, amounted to £7,638 men; but, 
in the approaching year, it was propofed to reduce 
that number to 16,982. He hoped the Houfe 
would not object to the plan now recommended to 
their confideratiom, as it contributed to remove all 
apprehenfions for the fafety of our foreiga domi- 
nions, at an expence of no great moment. He con- 
cluded. with moving a refolution to the purport above 
_ alluded to, and was followed " 

Colonel Fitzpatrick, who {poke for a confidera- 
ble time in difapprobation of the increafe. 
He adverted to the fpeace eftablithment of 1783, 
which had then been confidered as adequate to all 
the purpoles of national defence. Before the pre- 
fent eftablifhment fhould be akered, he conceived it 
incumbent on Minifters to produce fome very {trong 
grounds for the expediency of fuch a procedure. 
Thofe who brought forward this meafare, ought to 

, have. proved that fince 1783, our eftablifhment,had 
been fo inadequate to the defence of our, feveral 
poffeflions, as to render an increafe of troops necef- 
fary for that purpofe. Bur nothing of this kind had 
been attempted. Our foreign poffellions by no means 
appeared to him to beinfecure. And, indeed, from 
the prefent ftate of our affairs, and-our late fuccefs 
in baffling the defigns of the French in Holland; ‘he 
was inclined to confider a decreafe of our. forces as 
} advifeable rather than an increafe. With regard to 
the expedient lately practifed, of confulting the 
wernors and General Officers on this fubject, he 
‘thought their opinions inadmifhble. _ Hence appear- 
ed the propriety of a permanent appointment of-a 
Commander in Chief of the army; in default. of 
whom, recourfe had_been, had to the informal - mode 
which he had juft hinted at. As to the deltinanign 
of the troops to be raifed in .additidn to the prefent 
eltablifhment, he remarked, that, if they fhould be 
¢ principally imtended for the Welt Indies, avery ma- ~ 
terial queftion would arife, namely, whether we 
fhould concur in adopting a new fyitem of defence | 
for thofe poffeflions, and whether the increafe.of the 
land-forces was not fikely to be fucceeded by addi- 
tional fortifications ;.in which our navy, the proper 
-defence of thofe iflands, would be negle@ed. With 
regard to the reduction, of the houthold tro»ps, that 
{cheme might properly have been adopted without an 
increafe of the other part of thearmy. He enlarged on 
thefe points, and, at the clofe of his fpeech, obferved,, 
that, as thofe who had oppofed, and procured the 
rejection of feveral of the prefent. Minilter’s plans, 
had.fhewn him more real kindnefs thaa if they had 


| He dwelt on the peace eftablifhment of 1783, which 
had takén place during his adminiftration. This 
eftablifhment, he faid, was nearly the fame with that 
which prevailed in 1749, after the treaty of Aix-la- 
Chapelle, and alfo with that of 1763. If the num- 
ber of troops employed in thofe two periods had pro- 
ved fufficient for our defence, when our foreign pof- 
feffions were confiderably more numerous than they 
are now, what reafon could there be for increafing 
the military eftablifhment at prefent? Surely none. 
Some Gentlemen had been Ied fo far, by their con- 
fulence in the Minifter, as to feem willing to give 
him ¢redit for his meafures, without giving them 
that attentive confideration which they deferved.— 
But foihe limits ought to be fet to fuch confidence. 
A general bill of eredit to the Miniftry, arifing from 
an exeefs of confidence, might lead to very impro- 
per conceffions.

A treaty of this kind ought rather to have been 
accompanied with a diminution of our ordinary efta- 
blifhmeot, as the natural confequence of having a 
body of foreign troops ready at our call. . The Mi- 
nifter, he obferved, had been faid to have di(con- 
certed the projects of the-French, to have reftored 
the true government of Holland, and to have reco- 
vered the former ‘glory of this nation ; but though 
he was willing to pive his tribure of applaufe to the 
Right Hon. Gentleman’s conduét on the late occa- 
fion, he had flattered himfelf that very different 
confequences would have refulted from it. ‘The e- 
conomy of reduction would have been better adap 
ted to fuch a ftate pf affairs than the profyfion of 
‘augmentation. , 

Mr Pitt, in a fpeech of fome length, recapitulated 

many of the arguments urged again(t the motion. 
The grounds of which he explained, infifting, that 
in time of peace, we ought to prepare for the con- 
tingencies of war, and that the defign of the prefent 
augmentation was to prevent any fudden-or unfuf- 
pected attacks which perhaps might be effected. be- 
fore we fhould have time to embody our militia, or 
fit out our fleets. He alfo infifted, that his atten- 
won was equally directed-to the Navy ; that 10,000 
men had been voted this year; which was an in- 
creale of 2000 fince the laft year, that the extraordi- 
naries of the navy fince the year 1783, amounted to 
.a million and a half, and that thirty thips of the line 
had been launched fince the laft peace. Having ur- 
ged snany arguments in fwpport of the meafure, he 
fubmitted to the Hoirfe how far he ought to be in- 
debred to their confidence.

This is attributed in a great nicalure to 
the fpirited and fkilful exertions of Mr Henry Bar- 
ton, of Balbraggan, aflilted by two officers of the 
revenue from Skerries, who all aéted under the di- 
rection of Mr Pace, the Hon. Baron’s agent.

Thurfday died, at his houfe in Adam’s Squate, 
Edinburgh, the Right Hon. ROBERT DUNDAS 
of ARNISTON, LORD PRESIDENT of the 
COURT of SESSION. His Lordfhip filled that 
important {tation for twenty-feven years, in a-man- 
ner very honourable to himfelf, and fatisfaftory to 
his country. He was particularly diftinguifhed for 
the accuracy, acutenefs, and vigour of his mind, 
The records of the Court will bear ample teftimony 
of his preat abilities and integrity as ajudge. ‘lhe 
** law’s delay,” fo often complained of, and the _ 
banging up {uits for years, which was frequently 
more pernicious to the litigants than lofing their. 
plea, were unknown fince his Lordfhip prefided on 
the Bench. ‘Till within a few days of his death, he 
continued to falfil the important duties of his fta- 
tion with his ufual vigour and accuracy. ‘Te lofs 
of this eminent Judge will be long and deeply felt 
by his country in general, and by the members of 
the College of Juftice in particular. His Lordthip 
was Solicitor General for Scotland, during the re- 
bellion in the year 17453 he was appointed Lord 
Advocate in 1754, amd Lord Prefident in 1760. 
He was feveral times Reprefentative in Parliament 
for the county of Edinburgh. His Lordthip was

as an independent country gentleman, thao in his pu- 
blic capacity as a judge.
